■ The' bbn mover pointed out the vital 
iniportanoQ of determining the bonndary. 
The Americans claimed that the 30-milo 
belt carried them CO miles up tlie Stickoen 
lliv^r. On the other hand it was conteml- 
«-'«d that tho belt carried tliein only 40 
f/r»ile3. If the American coutoiition wore 
Hfirrect steamers like tiie Jiuterpriso would 
not be able to reach 13ritish territory and 
our trade would be subject to all tlio in- 
couvoni«nee and expense of transhipment 
in AmeriejiU territory, which wouKl liavo 
the etlect of weakening our hold upon 
the trade of Oassiar.

■■ Mr. Robertson moved, — That it is, in

and Land Eooorders throughout British 
Colunibia, that the decisions of tho Su- 
4 preme Court should be publisliod in Ihc 
,: ■Goverumunt Ga/x-ttc. 

The hon. iu(jver pointed out tini groat 
necessity for tiie pass ago of the resolmion. 
For instance, there was a grnat diU'eruncii 
' , of opinion as to the Laud Ordinances, and 
be^B'pug^ht that it would be a great bene- 
'fit toihe Province as a guide to the Land 
Kocordora and J. P.s in tho diileront dis- 
tricts to know what was tho]o;(al roi-aiiing 
of the laws passed by tho Liigiohiturc. 
Tiie plan prevailed in Now Brunswick 
and was found to bo of great ailvantago. 
The printing stall of the Government 
might be employed at this work and tiie 
Judges. would, no doubt, gladly furnisli 
th(>6 necessary cojiius to the Atloriioy- 
Gorieral's clerk or Homo iMlicr ollicor. 

Mr. I\[oCreiglit secondod and said that 
in nearly every l'ri)viiic(! and Colony the 
('ecisions of tlio Judgus v;^^^■i^ i)uldishod. 
Very few Acts were passed that did not 
reijuiro 'sbmis' interivretation from the 
Baneh and it would be well if these inter- 
tiretationa were placed in tho hands of 
' ' the public and tli'i jiuljlio ollicers. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said tliat lin should 
be glad to have those reports puldishod, 
I yet his clerk's time was already fully om- 
, " ployed. It was a rasiJOUjibility ho oouhl 
not put upon him. 

Mr. Bobertson, if tho House would 
adopt the roHolution, was perfectly will- 
ing to leave tho wholo tiling in the bands 
of the Govtrnnient. 

Mr. Iluinplii'oys was of opinion that tho 
publication of the decisions would only 
be of value to professional men and not 
to J. F.f. or the public. What security 
had we that a J. P. would consider him- 
self bound to follow tlin decision of the 
Supremo Court Judges. (Laughter.) 
Judges thomsolvos dilTored. Scarcely 
any two decisions woro alike. How, then, 
could J. P.s bo oK])ootod to follow a de- 
cision. He liad .hoard a Justice of tho 
Peace say th$trt>'o did not pretend to hold 
a Court oME/fcS', that his was a Court of 
Equity. /jiflj'aughter.) He had a good 
mind to' move an amonclment thni all tbe < 



decisions of the Justices of the Peace 
should b 3 published. (Laughter.) 
Mr. iHobartson— Carry it further and 

make those decisions l)inding upon the 
Supremo Court. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Bobaon would bo glad to support 
the resolution, but it would seem to in- 
volve the appoii^ment of a fresh set oi 
oHicials. • ■ , , .:. . 

Mr. B-irnston ' moved in -amendment 
that all Supreme Court decisions in civil 
cases be published. Ho instanced deci- 
sions in mining cases as being 'equally 
important with land cases. ., , 

Mr. Speaker said that this amendment 
involved an expenditure of mon'eyand was 
therefore unconstitutional. 

M. Humphreys protested against the 
ruling. The resolution was a mere ex 
prcssion of opinion, it dit! not ask for an ex- 
penditure of money. Lid not a resolution 
for returns involve an expenditure of 
money? The oxpoudituro must be expres- 
sed, iiot implied. 

Mr. Booth objected to the ruling and 
could see no constitutional difference be- 
tween the resolution and amendment. 

Mr. Bobaon also objected to the ruling. 

Mr. Speaker asked tbe opinion of tho 
Attorney-General. 

Hon. Mr. "Walkem was sorry to be cal- 
led on; but said that ha thought the ques- 
tion an abstract one. 

Mr. Bobertson road from the 5tth Sec- 
tion of tbe B.N.A. Act to show that the 
resolution was not unconstitutional, bo- 
c.iuseit onlymodilled tho u^iugof existing 
niachiuory. He thought the amondmout 
should roiid "bo published in the Govern- 
ment Giuctlc," which . would meet the 
Speakers objection. 

Mr. Smithe explained tbe practice in 
the British House of Parliament. 

The matter wa« laid over till to-morrow. 

POLLING PLACKS. 

Mr. Smithe asked why is it that tho 
Basolutiou passed last Session, asking to 
have certain additional Polling Places ap- 
pointed in the Electoral District of Cow- 
ichan has not been Uterally complied 
with? 

Hon. Dr. Ash — Bocauso the Govorn- 
luont concluded that tbe wants of the Dis- 
trict would bo met by tho establishment 
of a Polling Place at Maple Bay. 

Mr. JSmithe asked, How is it th.at, ac- 
cording to tho showing of the Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands and Works' Beport, 
the Government have appropriated and 
oxpendod outside of Cowiohau ^District a 
certain sum of money that was voted by 
this House for expenditure in Cowiohau 
District? 

Hon. Mr. Beaven replied that such was 
not the case, and requested the hon. gen- 
tleman to refer to folio 23 of Chief Com- 
missioner's lloport,1873. 

Mr. Smithe — I am not mistaken.

Tb-S Cassiar ZJifficulty. 

Tho reader will recollect tho threaten- 
ing complexion cortaiu mining iuteresta 
in Cassiar were made to assume a few 
weeks ago, partly through the indiscretion 
of an ollicial. In another place will be 
found the body of a Bill intended to jiro- 
vido for such contingencies as aro.'-o in 
Cassiar last year, and also to legalize cer- 
tain itrooeodings rendered necessary and 
proper by those cootingoncioa. The 
wording of tho latter provision gives risu 
to a feeling of uneasiness as to the inten- 
tion of tho E.vecutive in a])pointing an of- 
ficer for that now mining camp and in 
dealing with the claims already located. 
The reasons for sending to Cassiar a gen- 
tleman of experience und sound juJg- 
mout to administer itsafTaira have already 
been so fully discussed in these columns 
that it seems scarcely necessary to enter 
at any length into that jiart of the subject 
at tho present time. We shall, tlioreforo, 
content ourselves with warning tho Exe- 
cutive of the ])ossible oonscquonoes of en- 
trusting tho all'airs of Cassiar to an inex- 
perienced aud indiscreet person, more es- 
pecially as the Bill before us would " ap 
pear to contemplate duties of a more 
tVan ordinarily delicate hnd criti(;al na- 
ture in dealing with claims located by tho 
hardy and deserving jiionoer miiicrs of 
that interesting and im[)ortant gold hold. 
Upon tho principle that '"an ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of cure," it 
will not only bo true policy but economy 
to send to Cassiar tho very best Gold 
Coinini.ssionorat the dis]>08al of the Gov- 
ernment. That tho afiproacliing season 
will witness a large influx of miners does 
iiotadmit of a doubt, and it is ge'iierally 
best to make such |)ro vision as will avert 
trouble and complications idways liable 
to arise when tliero is a sudden rush into 
a newly discovered gold liohl. D. seems 
es))Gcially desirable in this ir.Htanco that 
nothing shall ho loft niidcne to maUo 
things as ngrnoable and succossful as pos- 
sible in Cassiar,

The following Bill has been introduced 
by the .\ttorney-General: — 

1. The "Gold MiningOrdinance, 18G7," 
the "Gold Mining AmendmentA0f,1872," 
and the "Gold Mining Amendfnent Act, 
18715, " are herein referred to as the Priu- 
cijjle Acts. 

2. Where auril'orous laud is discovered 
in any partof the i'ruvinco which is so 
dilliciilt of access, and so situated, that 
the provisions of tho princip.al Acts, ru- 
latiiig to Ereo ^Minora' Certificates aud re- 
cords of interests in ininingproporty, can- 
not be justly applied or enforced, and 
when no Gold Commissioner or oll'.or 
person, has been appointed to issue Ereo 
fllinors' Certilioutos, and enter records of 
mining property, it shall be lawful forthe 
miners of such locality, provided that 
they are more than twenty m number, to 
meet at any tiniu or place mutually agreed 
upon, and there muko such rules and re- 
gulations as to tho issue of licences, stak- 
ing, recording, working, and laying over 
of claims, as tho^' may deoin just; and all 
rules and regulations so made, and all 
acts done in iiursuancc thereof shall bo of 
full force and ell'ect, unless tho sanio or 
any portion thereof bo disallowed by the 
Lieutenaut-Ciovornor in (Jouneil. 

3. Every mining record relating to min- 
ing property situate in that part of the 
Province now known as Cassiar, which 
was made and entered on tho 27tli day of 
November, 1873, in theotlioe of llicLands 
aud Works Department at Victoria, shall, 
as to tho names, dates, and all other mat- 
ters ill every such record contained, boas 
good, valid, and elTrctual as if tlioi.erson 
mentioned in such record had been a free 
miller at and b.-.'fore the time sucli recwrd 
was made, and as if such record had 
been made and the mining ground nipii 
tiunod therein had been staked olF sub- 
ject to and in the manner prescribed by 
the iirincipal Acts, l)y, or on behalf of the 
persons thiu-eiu named, upon or before 
the 30th of Kopteiulier, 1873; and every 
such record shall bo taken and deemed to 
1)0 evidence of the matters and things 
therein stated; aud no objection shall be 
taken thereto for want of form, or for or 
by reason of any omission, snrpluaago or 
defect therein, and such record shall be 
construed according to tho time, intent 
and meaning thereof. The mining claim 
or claims mentioned in every such record 
shall be consiileiod to have lioen, and to 
be, lawfully laid over from tho 30th day 
of September, 1873, until the 1st day uf 
June, 1874. Provided further, that any 
Gold Commissioner shall have full power 
aud authority in tho premises to make 
such order as ho shall deem just, as to the 
re-staking, or making new records ol any 
mining claims, which may be, or shall 
have been, acquired by any person prior 
to tho 1st day uf June. 1874, audio settle 
any disputes according to tho circum- 
stances of each, irrespective of the gener- 
al provisions of tho principal Acts, but 
subject to the regulations thereof as to the 
area and number of claims which ra.ay bo 
held by any Erco !Miner. And such order 
shall be final and binding upon the par- 
ties with respect to"wbom tbe same is or 
shall be made. 

4. The Lieutenant-Governor in Coun- 
c!il may appoint any lit and proper pers(ni 
to issue I'reo Mining Certiticates, and to 
enter mining records; and such certifi- 
cates, and such records, shall be as valid 
as if the same had been issued and hud 
been made by a Gold Oominisaionor.

The Road Tax. 

Editok OoiiONisT. — Assuimng7 without 
question, that in the interest of trutli you 
sometimes give currency tooi)iiiions you 
cannot endorse, and that for so doing 
your subscribers are too inngiianiinous to 
cry out, "stoi) my paper," I ask a little 
space to aniinailvert on an extraordinary 
demand on our Legislature made liysome 
of tho residents beyond the Cascades. 

Against one p.irt of their petition, tho 
repeal of tho Pastoral Licences Act, I 
have nothing to say except this, that 
stock-raisers ought to pay something for 
tho use of tho public lands. Alow r.ato 
per head of stock would probably 
bo tho most ecpiitablo modo, leaving 
the country open to all alike. Tliis wouhl 
enable settlers on lands now held under 
pastoral licences to h t their stock roam 
whore they please, on the .same terms as 
others, without being compelled, as at 
present, to fence in their crops against 
cattle not their own exclusively'. 

But, the most extraordinary part of this 
petition is, that the settlors east of tho 
Cascades be relieved from ct-rtain burdens, 
f.e., tbe Eoad Tax, borne by all the dwell- 
ers outside tho favored i)ale. That such 
a demand should issue from such a quar- 
ter is almost too much forliuman creduli- 
ty: and, but for th(> weight of evidence as 
to its being a m.ilter of fact, would, by all 
sensible people, be ilenouncori as a libel, 
or declared a myth. In truth, "Pity the 
sorrows &e.," never issued from titiir<lier 
throats, even in Spain or Ireland. Et>r, 
look at llu> facts, tho nioa:i came from 
a district in whichmoro and larger for- 
tunes have been made by farmers and 
stoi!k-raisers — and more r.ipidly — than in 
tho whole of Jjritish (Jolnniliia, including 
Vancouver Island. It is solely duo to tlie 
apathy and supineness of these very peti- 
tioners that the burden \vhi<;h nial;es 
them groan .should bo necessary any- 
where, ly; their choice to represent(?) 
th(!m in the lloii.se of men whoso iutur- 
ests aro wholly dependent on the mercan- 
tile and forwarding interests, and who, 
us a writer in tho UuiirdUin once remark- 
ed, would be most benelittod could tho 
farming iutere.ita of the country bo des- 
troyed, they made that jiossiIjIo which, 
had they made a wiser choice, would have 
been imjiossiblo, namely: the adoption of 
the Dominion tiirill', ami that most unjust 
and unv.iso measure, the abolition 
of tho road-tolls. I don't like to 
say "sarvo 'em right," for, unfortunately, 
their brother larmei s cast of the Cascades 
weighted, in favor of the iiroducers 
oast, with the freightage over from two 
two to three hundred miles of land aud 
water carriage, have suffered still more 
than they from tho miachievious legisla- 
tion of the ])ast two years. 

That tho (M)verniuont will accede to 
this most unjust deiuand — unless tho 
members for tho Island aro on tho alert — 
is likely enough in order to secure votes, 
for their sole aim is to retain their port- 
folios, not to promote tbe prosperity of 
tho country, Auob Vebitatis.
